had not been complied with, and calling 
on the secretary of the treasury for 
copies nf all t)u- bids and all corresj)<)nd- 
ence with bidders, ami directing the sec- 
retary to refrain from executing or de- 
livering the le.'ise until tiie matter had 
been iiuiuireil into by the senate. 

Mr. Mitchell uflereil a resolution, which 
was agreed to. direr.tin j the cuinmittee 
on foreign relations to consider the ad- 
Tlsabllity of raising the Turkish mission 
to the second class and making the salary 
of the American minister to that cotmtry 
115,000. 

On motion of Mr. Hoar, the bill fixing 
the !^al. tries of United States district 

judges at $-').OO0. was taken tip, and after 
some discnsNion \v;i8 passed. Mr. Hoar 
explained the pi<i\ i.sions of tbe bill and 
a<lv(K ated its passage, st.itin;; lliat the 
salaries were uut umforui and in many 
ca.ses weni inadequate to saoora good 

judges. 

.Mr. (!eorge. opposed the bill and (jues- 
tioned the statement of Mr. Hoar aw to 
the iraposisibility of securing competent 
judges at tiie prevailing salaries He 
wa.s in favor of low salaries, but he be- 
lieveil that it was right and j'lst that the 
salaries of judges in New York should 
be largely increased. In a majority of 
the stotes there was no nsegsslty lor in- 
creased salarias, bet in aome o a ssg there 
was good reason for It. 

The bill wm, piMad bf a Toto of 88 to 
18, and at 8:M tho eduoational bill was 
taken up and Mr. Spooner spoke in oppo- 
sition to it He said be hau voted once 
for the bill and onoe ^gn*"** it. Sow he 
again opposed it. 

Mr. Spooner. in concluding, said he 
thought education on the instalment 
plan wan dangerous, and that the effect 
of bill would l)e to stimulate unduly 
schools in tbe south and that wiieti the 
eigiit years ended, (if thev ever did end), 
tire Miutlicrn state's woukl ol>|ect to rais- 
ing b\ taxation tbe sums that would 
then lie DIM es-ary to keepu]) tbe schools.

The Color Queitlon In Court. 

Warhinotos, D. C, March The 
supreme court of the Uniteil .states yes- 
terday render«'d a tlecision in I lie case of 
the Louisville, New Orleiuis and Texas 
railway coiinwny against the state ol 
Mississippi, involving validity of the 
Mississippi state law requiring all rail- 
roads operating within the state to pro 
vide separate compartments or cars foi 
white or colored people.

At this place, 
which is near the stnithern Ixjundary of 
the strip, the IxKimers are beginning to 
arrive in great numbers, choosing the 
banks of the Cottonwood river a-s their 
temporary homestead. The boomers 
arrive mostly in prairie schooners and 
use the wagon cover for tents, while 
they gain a Uvelihood by hunting and 
hiring out to the farmers. The rec ent 
"norther," with its severe cold, has 
caused some suffering among the poorly 
housed people, but no fataUties have 
been reported. 

The boomers who are camped aroimd 
Guthrie will have a double chance at 
securing free land— one ^chance at the 
Cherokee ^trip and one at the Iowa res- 
ervation. I he Iowa Indians recently 
determined to take up land in severalty 
and ^ell t lie remainder of their reserva- 
tion to the go\ei nment. Tli Te are only 
eightj'-four meinliers of the tribe, and 
the in.a oiity of them have iilreailv 
staked out their claims. When each 
hiive taken their alhjtted amomil of land 
there will remain ',>U(),000 acres of land 
quite as fertile and attractive as any yet 
opened to .settlement in tne southwest.

HARD FREEZE IN ALABAMA. 



VeKetaMf.t, Iti-rries and Fruits Damaged 
to tlio I'lxloiit uf PuHtibly One-Third. 

Mobile, Ala., March 4.— The first hard 
fireeze of this winter occurred here yee- 

day morning and a^'ain last night, and 
has entirely destioye 1 the early vegeta- 
bles, which, owing to the mild weather 
hitherto, were from four to six weeks in 
advani-e of any pre\ iou8 year in the de- 
cade. All the peas, beans, s iiiash, to- 
raato and Irish potato vines have beao 
killed. 

The cabbage crop was about six weeks 

in advance of last year, and the most in* 
telljgent gardeners estimate that the 
damage wdl be a loss of 25 per cent, to 
one-third. The loss bv the fraasa to Mo* 
bile county alone is oonservativalj 
placed at 9100.000. Ag the warm tem- 
perature for February here was 40 de- 
grees and the minimum for that month 
was 12 degrees, on the IJth. the truck 
crop was in a \ cry advanced state. 
Strawbei ries had already gone west in 
considerable quantity, and peas and 
beans were almost ready to sh ip.

>' The charter, as reported by Mr, L W. 

Robertson and Hon. H. Wadsworth 

and the Committee on Laws and Ordi- 
nances, was taken up, and the considera- 
tion of it, seetlos by aoetion; aottssaoaad. 

Mr. Robertson read the document and 
noted down such changee and amend- 
naaats as wara adoptad. 

The first section has reference to the 
city boundaries. The eastern boundary 
it obaBfad M aa to attatod from tToion 

street in a straight line to the ravi- e at 
thefoolof "Watkios' Hill," thence west 
la a atraight Haa dowa tha ravine to pike 

extending from Leziogton street to the 
Mt. Sterling pike, theaca aooib along the 
western boundary of aald eonneeting pike 

to the Mt Steriiiig }>ikH, ihciice weHt along 
Ihe northern boundary of ttie Mt. (ster- 
ling pike to the eastern line of what 
is Icnown aa Iht- "C i t proper'y," thence 
south up tbe hill along the eastern 
boundary of said property. The line 
then runs so ;ih to take in "Hord's Hill," 
tbe "City Park" and the recervoir prop- 
erty. These are tbe only changes made. 
There was 8i>me talk of changing the 
western boundary so as to take in all tbe 
distilleries, but this was not done. The 
northern boundary is low watar mark on 
Ohio side of the river. 

The new boundary was then adopted 
by a yea and nay vote of six to five, 
Messrs. Fitzgerald, Tiipleit, Shannon, 
Keboe and Fleming voting no. 

As to qualifications of a Councilman, 
he must be a legnl voter of the State, a 
resident of the city two years, and alto a 
resident of the ward in «hich he is 
elected, and sh.ill have p.iid all taxe-^ 
assessed against him, and be shall not be 
interested in any oontraet with the oity. 
Serious olijection was made to the last 
clause by several members anil a motion 
was. made to strike it out. Tbe motion 
was lost by a yea mid n iv vo'e of six lo 
six, Messrs. Fickiin, Sliaunou, Fitzgerald, 
Kehoe, Triplett ar>d Rady voting no, and 
Mesars. C^x, Rohf-rtsin, Blatterman, 
Wood, Fleming and Wadsworth voting 
yes. 

There are about thirty five or forty 
sections in regard to tbe rights and 
powers of Oouneil. Only a few features 
are here mei tioned : 

A majority of all the members on a 
yea and nay vote shall be reqnired to in- 
cur any debt or liability exceeditii: $500. 

Council may levy a pull tax not to ex- 
ceed $2 a year and the ad valorem tax 
fhall not exceed $1 25 on tbe $100. 

Council may establish a work house 
and make regulations for the government 
of same. 

Council shall be required t> keep open 
all atraets and alleys. 

Coffee bouse license shall not exceed 
$S00 annually. Some members wanted 
the limit placed at $1,000. 

Billiard and pool room lioansa shall 
not exceed $250 annually. 

Tha charter as read gives the Council 
the right to elect the Clerk, Attorney, 
Treasurer, Assessor, Wharf master, Keep- 
erof Alms House, City Physician and Pub- 
lic Weigher. A ini)ti>>t-. was made by Mr 
Fitzgerald to amend this section so that 
all tbe ofiScers named except Clerk, City 
Piiysiciau and Keefier of Alms House 
shall be elected by the people. The 
motion was lust, the vote resulting in a 
tie— five to five — Mi^ssra. Fitzgerald, 
Ficklin, Keboe, Fleming and Shannoti 
voting yea, and Mtssrs Cox, Blatteriuan, 
Rudy, Wadsworth and Wood, no. 

At this point Council adjourned till 
this evening at 7 o'clock, when the con- 
sideration oi tta ahiiftar will ba re- 
snmad.

As viars jiasxcl the little tree asAmed greater 
and more (;raciful i>i ii])ortioiis, aini floui isht'd j 
in spite of itn lofty jiositioii, e.xpostnl to wind 
an<l storm. ( m Ik r trei's have since tiuide their 
appearance on (birerent sides of the tower, 
until there are now seven. While making the 
repairs on the court house a si atToldiug was | 
boilt around the tuwur, and the largest tree I 
was reported to t>e six and one half inches in 
circumference and five feet ten inches high. 
No danuige was being done by th^, and it 
was decided to allow them to remain, as the 
crevices in the stone rooUng made by the 
roots of the trees show an opening of only 
one aixl one^oarter inches. The tower bl '.28 
feet hiKh, of solid masonry, and how the trees 
find uourishiiieiit to sustain them is a matter 
of great womlis".
